REPORT FROM 
WASHINGTON

Congressman 10th Missouri Dist. 
The Dairy Subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Agriculture, 
which began hearings on Tuesday 
of last week, was told by President 
John 
Davis of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation that Secretary 
Benson’s decision to continue to 
support perishable dairy products 
at 90 per cent of parity for an­ 
other year, beginning in April, 
would cost the taxpayers of this 
nation not less than 100 million 
dollars. 
This iftatement was made in re­ 
ply to a question by your Repre­ 
sentative 
who 
first 
asked 
Mr. 
Davis what disposition the Depart­ 
ment intended to make of the sur­ 
plus butter which was being pur­ 
chased. While Mr. Davis said that 
between 90 and 100 million pounds 
had already been purchased and 
the program still had more than 
a year to run, he said that no de­ 
cision had been reached on what 
was to be done with the butter, 
but that a committee of dairy peo­ 
ple was to be called in to discuss 
the situation and to make sugges­ 
tions. 
When he replied in response to 
this Representative’s inquiry that 
the total cost of the program (loss 
to the government) had been esti­ 
mated at 100 million dollars at 
the time Secretary Benson made 
his announcement that dairy pro­ 
ducts would enjoy the 90 per cent 
support for another year, he was 
asked by your Representative how 
it was possible to make an esti­ 
mate of the cost even before a 
iecision had been reached as to 
the disposition — whether it was 
to be given away; sold to other 
encies of government at a dis­ 
count; distributed through the hot 
unch program; sold to the Army 
at a price to compete with m ar­ 
garine; 
or 
shipped 
to 
friendly 
foreign nations. 
No satisfactory 
answer was given to that question 
but the chairman o.f the subcom 
mittee, 
Congressman 
Anderson 
(R.-Minn.) took issue with Mr 
Davis over the Department’s esti 
mate, saying the 100 million dollar 
figure was too high, and went oi 
to say that this figure could bt 
by selling the surplus to the 
Army, which is now using a con­ 
siderable quantity of margarine 
and which could not be expected 
to pay more for butter than it is 
now paying for margarine, even 
if convinced it would serve the 
purpose as well. 
Frankly, it begins to appear that 
Secretary Benson may be usin 
this high support price for perish 
able dairy products to build up 
resentment in the minds of the 
public, to any price support pro­ 
gram, especially in view of a state­ 
ment before the House Appropria­ 
tions sub-committee when he said, 
“if you are going to support some 
(farm commodities) you are al 
most forced to support all.” 
Anyone who is familiar with the 
price support system should real­ 
ize that the same kind of program

which operates ¡satisfactorily and 
realistically with one commodity 
does not necessarily adapt itself 
to all crops, and it does not take 
a smart man tq know that the pro­ 
gram which has been used in sup­ 
porting cotton, and which has not 
resulted in any loss, but rather in 
a profit to the government, does 
not adapt itself to perishable com­ 
modities. 


Fortunately, as far as the basic 
commodities are concerned, and 
as was stated by Congressman 
Cliff Hope, chairman of the House 
Committee on Agriculture at Sik- 
eston last week, the farm program 
for 1953 and 1954 is settled, and 
“include mandatory price supports 
on the basic commodities at 90 
percent of parity.” 
The most encouraging part of 
Congressman Hope’s talk — and 
after all he is chairman of th< 
committee which will write any 
and 
all 
agricultural 
legislation 
which is adopted in the 83rd Con­ 


gress — is when he said, “Let’s 
not give up what we have until 
we’re sure wo are rotting some­ 
thing 
better.” 
I 
believe 
most 
Southeast 
Missourians 
will 
re­ 
spond to that statement with a 
loud ‘Amen!” While he did not 
commit himsell to any particular 
or specific plan, he did say that 
our studies of a price stabilization 
program should include considera­ 
tion as to the possible use of a 
two-price rice system, particularly 
as U> cotton and wheat. He sug­ 
gested that this might provide for 
protected domestic price supports 
for that part consumed in this 
country, based on parity, and a 
lower price for that which goes 
into the world market. 


In an attempt to provide early 
if not immediate relief .for the 
situation which has been brought 
on by farm surpluses, four mem­ 
bers of the Senate Agricultural 
Committee have introduced a bill 
(S. 1369) designed to permit the 


Department of Agriculture to sell 
or barter U. S. farm surpluses 
overseas. A proposed foreign trad­ 
ing division in the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, would be fin- i 
ancecl with $500 million of CCC 
funds. Sponsors of the bill are i 
Republican 
Senator 
Mundt 
of 
South 
Dakota, 
and 
Democratic 
Senators, 
Anderson, 
(N. Mex.), 
Clements (Kv.) and .Johnson (S. 
C.). Meanwhile Chairman Aiken 
announced the Senate committee 
would begin a month of hearings 
April 7 on exports and imports of 
farm commodities and their effect 
on domestic market. At the same 
time, Chairman Anderson of the 
Dairy Subcommittee in the House 
reported that the Department o.f 
Agriculture will either prohibit or 
“drastically 
reduce” 
imports of 
dried whole milk, beginning April 
1. 


A recent White House anounce- 
nient reports that contrary to earl­ 
ier reports it has been decided to 
keep the presidential yacht Wil­ 
liamsburg at a cost of $600.000 a 
year, in order to provide a place 
for intimate conferences, possibly 
such as those which have been go­ 
ing on, on how to practice eco­ 
nomy. 


Not all of President Eisenhow­ 
er’s conferences will be in the 
White House or on the golf course. 


The second Reorganization Plan 
proposed by President Eisenhower, 
to raise the F e d e r a l Security 
Agency to Cabinet status, has been 
approved by the House, 2§0-$5. 
The joint resolution would make 
the reorganization plan effective 
10 days after it is approved by 
Congress and signed by the Presi­ 
dent. As will be noted from the 
one-sided vote, many Democrats 
voted to give the President the 
power he seeks. So far he has had 
none of his requests turned down 
by the House, even though many 
Republicans have opposed his pro­ 
posals.

if convinced it would serve the 
purpose as well. 
Frankly, it begins to appear that 
Secretary Benson may be using 
this high SUppoit price for perish­ 
able dairy products to build up 
resentment in the minds of the 
public, to any price support pro­ 
gram, especially in view of a state­ 
ment before the House Appropria­ 
tions sub-committee when he said. 
“ if you are going to support some 
(farm commodities) you are al­ 
most forced to support all.”

Fortunately, as far as the basic
